some very pool. Some ot the poor oiiee 
wore not taught by young teachers, either.

many of oui teaclmrs arc making every 
effort to aid in the bctteiingof the schools 
and the elevation of the fctaud.iid ol 
teaching.

What is true of the school grounds is 


also true of the school rooms. Many of 
our teachers desene mention for having 
their school rooms beautifully decorated 
with mottoes, pictures, ilag«, bunting, 
potted plants aud tiailing vines. School- 
rooms should Be kept clean and tidy, aud 
made as home-like as possible. 


A number of rooms are supplied with 


cabinet organs, used as an accompani- 
ment to singing. Many schools have 
singing as a daily exorcise. 


East Beilin borough increased the term 


to nine months. 


Seven districts raised their salaries and 


four made a slight reduction. 
The other 


districts made no change. 


In a number of schools new libraries 


were started and a number of books added 
to those already started. In some instan- 
ces this was done by holding entertain- 
ments. 


During the year many schools hold 


special exercises, to which parents and 
friends were specially invited. 


GRADUATION. 


The annual commencment of the Get- 


tysbtug High School was held Jlav 21, 
when a class of nineteen, four boys and 
lifleen girte were graduated. Eev. V. T. 
Rue offered prayer, Eev. D. W. Woods, 
Jr., addressed the class on "Good Citizen- 
ship," and Prof. Calvin Ilamiltori, presi- 
dent ol tbe school board, presented the 
diplomas. 


Tho first commencement of the East 


Berlin High School was held May 17. 
There were six graduates, five girls and 
one boy. A largo and intelligent audience 
greeted both occasions. 


The final examination of pupils o( our 


public schools for tbe common school di- 
ploma was held at Gettysburg, April flth. 
Thirty-six pupils were successful in pass- 
ing tbe required examination in 8th year's 
work, and two were examined and passed 
successfully in 10th year's work (higher 
course). 


EXAMINATIONS AND VISITATIONS. 
Twenty-one public examinations were 


held. 
One hundred and thirty-six ap- 


plicants were examined, one hundred and 
one of whom received certificates, and 
thirty-five failed. 
All (he directors, with 


few exceptions, and many citizens attend- 
ed these examinations. There were one 
hundred and two male and ninety-two 
female teachers employed. 
Of these 


teachers, twenty-four bad no experience ; 
ninety-two taught more than five terms ; 
eighty-Bevea hold provisional certificates ; 
thirty-eeven, professional ; twelve, per- 


manent; fifty-three, Normal diplomas 
and five are graduates of colleges. Thi 
average age ia twenty-seven years. 


All the schools were visited once, an< 


some of them a second time. Tbe aver 
age time spent in each school was one 
hour and thirty-two minutes. In sixty 
six visits I was accompanied by directors 
One hundred and .sixty-eight schools wen 
visited by directors. Few patrons visi 
the schools. The presence of parents anc 
directors gives encouragement to teacher 
and pupils.

Heavy volleys weieiued 
nto the Confederates, which temporal- 
ly checked their advance, but when

It was at this juncture that Captain 


Sdgar M. Kuhl, temporarily in com-

On April 2, 1866, seven days before 
jee's surrender, Reigle was among the 
rst to plant bis banner upon the ram- 
parts at Petersbuig, Virginia, when the 
ity capitulated after t. long siege con- 
ucted by General Grant. 
While the regimental flag of. the 87th 
Pennsylvania is kept with other banners 
mong -Ihe archives at Harrisburg, the 
veteran flag of the regiment is now in 
he possession of .Sergeant Reigle.- It 
was presented to him by bis comrades 
when they were mustered out of the ser- 
vice in ISGfi. This flag is present at the

He 
bas sunk artesian wells to supply them 
with water, anil he imports the tlaest of 
Vermont rams to improve Lis slock. 
At one shearing he sold a million and a 
quarter pounds of wool, aud at another 
tue product amounted to 12,000 bales.

Iu 3S96 Mr. Gibson got on the 
ctveiagt $S30 lor the sheep he brought to 
'he sale, aud in Ib90 his average was 
il 000, while in 189U be received on the 
aveiageol $1 280. This v.ill show fiat 
it pays to bleed fine sheep in Australia, 
,md will gi«e you pome idea of the 
enormous value of Mr. McCaughey'8 
holdings, many of the sheep twing very 
fine. 


Mr. McCaughey believes that the best 


rams for Australian sheep are those 
from Vermont. There is a large im- 
portation of such sheep every year, and 
there are Americans who make a busi- 
ness of taking sheep across the Pacific 
lo Australia lor sale. They choose the 
llnest and best bred Vermont Merinos, 
ship them to Puget Sound and thence 
by steamer to Sydney. 
Several ship- 


ments have been made around the Cape 
ot Good Hope, but as a rule the latter 
route is too long and ttie sheep some- 
times die on the way. 


In my chat with Mr. McCau^hey he 


told me tbat be bad been importing 
Vermont rams for almost twenty years. 
He said ; 


"I went to Vermont first in 1SS6, and 


picked out 120 ewes ana 10 rams. I 
sent them to Australia and used them 
for bretding. The following spring I 
went back und bought 102 more sheep, 
and since then I have bought quite a 
lot of Vermont stock. Sly pure Ver- 
mont sheep now number about 2 000, 
and I have sold many during tSe last 
ten years." 


"Hut is it not expensive to get the 


sheep here from Vermont ?" I asked. 


"Yes. My first importation, not In- 


cluding the cot*t of the sheep, footed up 
$45,000, but I think that the results 
have fully justified the expenditures. I 
value my Vermont Stock at 50 guineas 
a bead. I have sold them at 500 guineas, 
or $2 500. I sold a ram to-day for 
$2 000, and 1 have sold ewes as high as 
4750. 


"I Suppose that the chief prrflt comes 


from the improvement of your own 
flock," said I. 


"Yes. 
That's where the money is, 


replied Mr. McCaugbey. "1 think my 
crossing my breeds with the Vermont 
abeep has added at least a pound of 
wool per sheep a year to my (look. You 
see I have about 1,000 000 sheep and aa 
increase of this kind is worth a great 
deal. 
I have some aheep which will 


average 7i pounds to the fleece, and I 
think by breeding I can increase this to 
15 pounds per fleece. 
I have bad aheep 


which produce as much aa 45 pounds of 
wool. at one shearing, and at one time 
we cut 52 pounda of wool from one r( 
our Vermont rams, and 35 poucda from 
a ewe. I have distributed tbe Vermont 
aheep through my flocka both in New 
South Wales and in Queensland, and 
tbe result ia a considerable increase in 
the clip. We find tbat the aheep which 
come from B cross of tbe Vermont and 
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Gettysburg, P»., Tuesday, July 30, 1901. 


THE DEMOCRACY OF PHILADELPHIA 


Charles P. Donnelly, for some years 


tbe Chairman o£ the Democratic party 
iu Philadelphia, resigned last Thursday.

STRIKE OF THE STEEL WOKKEKS. 


The orders of President Shaffer for a 


strike in all the union mills, of the sheet 
steel, steel hoop and tin plate branches 
ot the Steel Corporation were obeyed on 
the loili inst., and -less than 3,000 skilled 
men remained at work in the faetoiies, 
about 7-4,000 becoming idle. A majority 
ol 
UTese were not 
members of the 


Amalgamated Union, but their labor 
depended upon that of the strikers. Cue 
effect was a sl'.aip dachas 'if values in 
the stock inatket. 


The strike reduced the output of sheet 


steel in the United States by oil per cent., 
that ot hoop steel by 73 per cent., that ot 
tin plate b> 9-1 per cent, and cut off the 
eiitirs supply of cotton ties. There has 
been much contioveisy over the mean, 
ing and probable effect of the stiikeis' 
demand, representatives of the Corpora- 
tion repeatedly assorting that signing of 
the scale for the non-union mills would 
have compelled the non-union men to 
join the union, while Shaffer contended 
that it would not have affected the 
freedom of the men, and declared that 
many of them had been required against 
their will to sign contracts binding them 
to keep out ot the union. 


The cost of the strika is said to be 


about $210.000 a day for the Corporation, 
and §15(1,1100 foi the employees who are 
idle. In a statement given to Ihe press, 
Shaffer attacked the. Republican party 
and the iidniiuisti.itiou, threatening to 
withdraw his support trorn the party il 
the Administiiition should "stand iiilj 
by auil allow the combine to crush ut 
out ol existence," and cited the strike of 
the anlhmcite coal miners in Ihe Usl 
1'H'SRlential campaign, when the Re- 
publican managers i'oiced the employers 
to grant. Ihe demands ot the meu to save 
the political situation. 


The strikers Inve now, and if they 


avoid violence and disorder, will con- 
tinue to have public sympathy, which, 
aftei all, is the controlling force in all 
s! iikes. 


A NEW MAINE. 


The Battleship Launched. 


Philadelphia July, 27.—"I christen thee 


Maine," were the words which added 
another vessel to the navy of the United 
States, and as they were spoken the 
mammoth hull of tbe largest fighting craft 
ever des'gned for the American navy slip- 
ped from the ways at Cramps' shipyard 
into the waters of the Delaware river. 
The shouts of 50,000 spectators, the.shriek 
of countless whistles on locomotives and 
river craft, and the hoarse bellowing of 
the syren whistles on the Setvizan and 
the American liner Xew York greeted the 
new. battleship, which takes the name of 
the ill-fated craft now a wreck in Havana 
harbor. 
The launch was the most suc- 


cessful ever witnessed at Cramps' shipyard 
and the sentimental interest attached to 
the new craft made it one of the most 
remarkable. 


Mary Preble Anderson, the granddaugh- 


ter of Commodore Preble,was the fairspon- 
sor, aud as she dashed a bottle of cham- 
pagne against the mighty steel ram which 
110 possible stretch of imagination could 
make other than u<?ly, Mrs. Hill, the wife 
of the Chief Executive of the State of 
Maine, leaned 
forward and exclaimed, 


"God bless thee, Maine, and keep thee 
safe from harm." As though in answer to 
the gentle woman's benediction the great 
mass of steel sped without harm down 
the ways and out onto the broad boaom of 
the river.

CANNED FRUIT AND VEGETABLES. 


In putting up fruits and vegetables a 


housekeeper should remember that then 
safety from fermentation depends upon 
the sterilizing of the can and its contents 
and the perfect exclusion of air when 
sealing the can. In these days, when an 
almost unlim ted variety is easily pur- 
chased from the nea eat grocery, many 
women prefei to depend solely upon that 
for family use 
j3ut the fl wor is seldom 


the same as that of the home product 
and the exoense is usually many times 
multiplied. Once the work becomes an 
established custom of the yeai it will 
cease to appear hi dra headed 
The f i u.ts 


each have their seaton, two of them 
se'dom arriving at their best simultan- 
eously (which is always their cheapest) 
Large mouthed jars, with glasb or poict- 
lam lined covers, should be used 
These 


with the rubbers, should be thoroughly 
scalded and hot when the filling begins 
Pint jars are the most convenient, ualess 
the family is large, and ,t few of the in- 
dividual si£Q will prove most convenient 
for children's school luncheons, meals 
for the convalescent ana the guest who 
"drops in" between meals, tiled and ex 
hausted 
All fruits from the market 


should be washed befoie using, and those 
from home g vrJeas should nave the same 
treatment, unless it is known that no in- 
secticide has been employed 
Cherries 


should be stoned. Plums are improved 
by peeling and pitting, but if this is not 
to be done each should be pricked to the 
center several times w ith a fork, in order 
that the syrup may penetrate it and 
sweeten the interior pulp, which, about 
the stone, is apt to be very sour 
Straw- 


berries aie tart and need a pound of 
sugar to a pound of the berries; rasp- 
beines, chernes, peaches, pears, huckle- 
berries, blackberries and plums require 
only three quarters of a pound of sugar 
to the same quantity. Peaisand peaches 
are peeled, the former pitted arid the lat- 
ter cored, a silver knife (never a steel 
one) being used foi the purpose 
Peais, 


peaches and apples should be thrown 
into cold water as soon as the skins are 
removed in Older to preserve their color. 
These should be boiled until they are 
tender iff cleai water, and then drained 
and boiled for a few minutes in the 
syrup

Experiments are being conducted at 


fie agricultural department with a view 
to increasing and doubling, if possible, 
the corn crop of this country without 
additional expense or labor and without 
even increasing the area now under cul- 
tivation 
Tuese experiments consist in 


crosj breeding from which woudertul 
results are expected 
By the cross- 


breeding process tne nitiogen contents 
of the corn will be increasea, ana the 
care in selecting stock for p'antmg will 
be matr imental in bringing about a tre 
ruendoua yield 
Tlie Hay to make these 


selections is to go through the corn 
fleld during the fall and choose the best 
stalks 
Ot course, proper methods ot 


cultivation must also be emplo>ed 
It 


is said that not one farmei in 10 000 
does this 
They generally go to the corn 


onb and select the the largest ears to be 
found 
While stalks of this kind may 


produce large ears they do not increase 
tbe yield nor impiove the quality of the 
corn 


Washington correspondents believe 


the farmers of the corn-producing stc- 
ttons ot the West will have their pockets 
lined with the yellow metal If they fol- 
low the advice of the department, as it 
would not be extraoidmary if each acre 
produced 
from 
tlfty to seventy-fhe 


bushels. Bj adopting the methods rec- 
ommended by the department, Texas 
would become the richest corn produc- 
ing state m this country 
That state 


now has more ground planted m corn 
than any other state in the Union, bat 
in proportion to the acreage under culti- 
vation the yield is tbe smallest, averag- 
ing onl> eight bushels to the acre. 


It is possible to increase this jield to 


at least an average of thirty five bjsbels 
to the acre 
From the extremely low 


yield of Texas the department points to 
an extiaordmary oue in North Carolina, 
wnere 300 bushels an acre were pio 
duced. This is not an average yield, 
but an exceptional case cited to show 
\vuat wonderful results can be attained 
under the most favorable and scientific 
conditions. Laige mcreabes in the pro- 
duction can be brought about under or- 
dinary ana existing circumstances, but 
when crops are harvested which are 
grown from the hybrids a aupenor qual- 
ity of corn and a much mcteased crop 
can be expected 
Among the 10 000 hy- 


brids are 200 new aad distinct varieties. 
Nothing like them has ever been pro- 
duced, and Secretary Wilson is expect- 
ing great results. Tests will be made 
to determine which of the hybrids will 
produce the best crops, when samples

things eveiy sear aid then dealings are 
with all p?itg of Liirope 
It used to be 


that Germany, Belgium and Fiance 
bought their wool from Australia though 
London 
Xow each country sends its 


own bujers and most of them deal dir 
ectly with the commission agents of 
Sydney 


It is am prising how cheaply the wool 


can be taken from Australia to London. 
There are many lines of steamers and 
there are fleets of sailing veasela engaged 
in the business 
Some of the steamers 


aie of 10 000 tons.one ot which will carry 
as much as 10 000 boles 
Some of the 


sailing vessels will take 2 000 bales, and 
competition is so gieat that the freight 
late is now just about one fourth of a 
cent per pound It takes less than 4 
pounds of wool to make a suit of clothes, 
and for a cent you can carry the suit 
from Australia to London 
The sailing 


vessels of the wool fleet go around the 
Gape of Good Hope, while tbe steamers, 
as a rule, tiavel via the Sue/ canal 
Tbe 


shortest route is over 11,000 miles for 1 
cent is oue of the wonders of. modern 
civilization. 


Tne prices of wool vaiy accoidintt to 


quality 
The coarse wool will often 


bring only 13 and 14 cents, while the Due 
brings as much as 30 and 35 cents. There 
are certain brands of wool known by the 
name of their owners, which always 
bring high prices 
I have before me a 


list of some of the greasy wool sales of 
last year, showing that cetiam buyers 
got as much as 6 eents a pound more 
than the difference in the price according 
to what part of the sheep the wool comes 
fiom. Every sheep is divided up Into 
sections, and after the fleece is taken off 
the wool from the legs goes into one 
place, that fiom the back into another, 
and so on, a dozen olassiflcations being 
made fiom the same sheep 


Sydney lias its wool exchange, where 


all toe wool auctions are held. The ex- 
change is situated near the wharves m 
the heart of the city. It is a long, narrow 
room much like a chapel, with an auc- 
tioneer's desk like a pulpit in one end of 
it 
The various wholesale dealers or 


commission merchants are allotted dif- 
ferent days on which they may auction 
off tbeir stock, and on these days the 
buyers coma to bid 
Cable repons are 


received as to the price in the gieat wool 
markets over tbe world, and the excite- 
ment rises and falls with the quotations. 
The commission merchants aie only 
interested in getting as much as they 
can for more than it is worth. After >t 
is sold a commission man delivers it to 
the steamer packed ready for shipment 


Here in Australia the government has 


college for wool stndents 
A branch of 


the technical schoois la devoted to night 
classes for sheep breeders and wool deal- 
ers. In these schools the students are 
taught all about sheep 
The different 


breeds are exhibited and their qualties 
pointed out. 
The student have to grade 


and classify wool, and hundred of bales 
from the station are supplied to the 
schools by wool dealers foi this purpose.
